The carbonic 
acid wti expire gets an upward start 
on leaving our lungs; tho mixture ex- 
pired ii, except in hot weather, spo- 
cilically lighter than that which we 
inspire on account of It* higher tern- 
periaturo.

It tho prln- 
eipaL The Institution alto has a ma- 
tron, who hat several asalitants, who 
look after tho personal habits of tho 
Idiots undor thoir charge. Most of 
idiols in tl.e school are hoys. 
During tho quarter ending at tho 
close of last month eleven Idiots wci o 
admitted and leran ware discharged in 
luch Improved condition that their 
paronta and friend) could care for 
them. Thoro remained In tho school 
JW3 children. During llio quarter 
thoy made 63 door-mats, Gi'i dresses, Ot 
iheeta, 27 toilet bags and worked 4.':! 
buttonholea. Mia* Dunphy tays that 
a greater amonnt of eawing ha* been 
acoompli*hed during tbe laat thrco 
roontha than any previous quarter 
owing to tho t.ict that tho toacher.1 
have each hud a sewing-class in tlio 
afternoon In addition to the nsn il 
aawing-ola**ei. Tbe ohildron havo 
made veiy aatUfaotory progreaa In tho 
kindergarten exeroltea, which are a 
cw feature, having only been Intro- 
diicoii a couple of months ago. 

Tho school is divided into two 
cla.ssos. Tho flrat can distinguish all 
tho primary and aocondary colors, 
alao tho lint and eeoond claaaa* <^ 
form, nnd have woven the flret two 
■et* of mata very neatly. They have 
made numeroua fancy articlea alao. 
TIio second class is composed of tho 
onngesL nnd less advanced portion of 
the scliolara. Thoy haro advanced

POULTRY IN WINTER. 

Proparnllon. SiTo.Hiirjr to IiLure Era 

I'lniltif'lhiii 111 Colli ^VoHtliur. 

Fall is ilio pi'ojior period (or making 
all necessary preparationi to aconre 
eggs during the winter month*. It la 
aafa to tv Ihet tho majnitty o( thoM 
who take an Intereat in poultry, really 
pay more attention to tho (owl* in 
winter titan in sniniui'i', and should 1 
ooivo a liberal supply o( eggs; but the 
mi8t,aka* made are In not allowing 
protection from wind*., and -improper 
feeding. In conatrnetjng tho poultry 
house and yard* oonilderation should 
be given to tho acearing of the heat 
from the smi the greater portion of tho 
day, and tho houao should thureforo 
face the aootheast rather than tho 
aoatb. a* the early morning la the time 
when warmth ia most required. 
The yard* (honld bo so arranged 
OS to pormit open-air exorcise, 
hut tho lower portion of tho 
funco should bo made ot boards, 
two foot (roni tho ground. In order 
not only to prevent (owl* In adjoining 
yards (rom fighting with your own 
birds, but also aa a jiroteolloa against 
tho winds. All that portion of the 
feiico iibovo the boardi mtj bo made 
of wire. 

The great aim in winter Ii to OODi- 
pel the bona to acrateb. Mid malarial 
(aneh as leavoa, onl-atraw. etc.) abonld 
bo laid in (or that parpo*«k while 

green d o I should not be overlooke<h 
A patch o( ryo sown this f:.ll will be 
(ound invaluable, as it may bo cut 
nnd thrown into Iho yaida at any 
time whou not covered with snow, 
and If town early It will make *nf- 
ficient growth (or that purpoae, while 
cured grass, tondor clover, potatoes, 
turnips and eablia;;es, may bo stoi\3d 
away for providing a variety. 

The pouliry-liinHo slniuld bo mode 
ao at to avoid drafts of air, and 
ahould therefore bo lined with paper 
of tome kind. A top ventilator may 
be an-angod, but It muat be undor 
control, ao at to govern tho draft on 
damp or windy daya, or roup and 
canker will bo tho roiults. 

To know what preparations should 
be made, lot It be considered 
that tho failure to aeouro eggs 
in winter is mostly duo to over- 
feeding, especially of corn. The hen 
may also be fed iiioderalcly, yet the 
food may lack the necessary material 
witli wliieli to provide eggs. But no 
matter how she is fed, aho muat ba kept 
busy and at work in onler to compel 
her "to work off tho (at," nnd Ihns bo 
always In a tbrKty condition. Feeding 
grain and bulky food combined, with 
a liberal supply of meal, provided tho 
hens ai'ocompclod loscratch and hurt! 
for the grain, is tho secret o( obtninln|g 
eggs at all seasons, and in p|reparing 
(or winter tho poultry man abonld aim 
tosecuro as many nilvant*j>e<r aaeoiB- 
pared with those of summer, as possi- 
ble. The size of the yards ia of little 
importance in winter, but an opou shod 
in which tho sunlight enters, and tho 
hem are protected ugainat the winda, 
will be of great aeryiob . ,■ ■ . 

Bariy pullet^ no erowdh^ill tbe 
hem, lunllght, protection against 
drafts, dry yards, enriy (coding and 
nitrogonous (ood will nearly always 
give good results. —y<»raf^ci0 Torhtr. 



Night Tranaplantlng. 

It la claimed by some that trcea, if 
transplanted at night, will do better 
than if reset in the day time. We know 
that the sun has an influonco upon cer- 
tain plants and flowers, but to what 
extent it nffocis troea ii not 
definitely known. A party who de- 
■irod to ascertain whether or not thero 
i* any difference between daylight and 
night planting, transferred ten ahorry 
trees while the same were In bloom, 
commencing at four o'clock In tho 
afternoon, and planting a tree every 
hour until one o'clock In the morning, 
end the result wotdd indloate that the 
dark hours are better for work than 
tlio light. Tlioso transplanted during 
the day shell their blossoms, producing 
littlu or no fruit, white tlioso jilantod 
in tbe dark maintaimxl tlifir condition 
fully. Ho did tho same with ten dwarf 
trees, a(ter the (ruit waa ona-tbird 
grown. Thoae tranaplantcd during 
the day abed their (ruit; those trans- 
planted during the night porfaetod 
their crop, and showed no Injury from 
having boon removed. With each ol 
thoia tree* he removed eome ear{j>

"With the one exception of bor ladyship's 
raom, wa waol orar the whole of tbe palace 
thaiameday. It b an ImmenM place, only 
partially furnished. The flnt floor and port 
of tbe w i n.l floor were the porUona of It 
that bad l.eeii iiilialiited by Lord Montbarry 
nii.l the mi-iiil.ers 'if tho household. We saw 
llio U-tl chaniljer at 0110 extremity of tbo pal- 
ace, In which bb lordship diixl, and tlio sinnll 
room communicating with it, which ho used 
aaa study.

"The only inhabited rooms on tho seeoti.l

■Tba reeniM tha lUM floor and <• tbi 
basement were completely nnfnmldMd, aad 

In a oondltlon of great neglect Wa Inquired 
if there waa anything to bo seen below Uh 
liasoniont — and we were at once Informed 
that there wuro vaults lx>neath which wo wen 
at iierfect iltierty Ui visit. 

"We uont down, so aa to leave no part ol 
tbe palace unexplored. Tba vaatti ware, H 
waa bolleved, used aadungaoni in the oM 
timoe— say some centuriea ainae. Air and 
ligbt ware only portlolly admitted to the«i 
dhunal placee by two long abafts of winding 
omstructlon, which mmmuiilcated with the 
back yard of tbo place, oihI the openings of 
wbkh, high above the ground, were protected 
byiroa graUnga, Tba atooa aUin laadbig 
down Into the Taolta oonM b* olceed at will 
by a heavy trap door In tbo bock hall, whieb 
we found o|>en.

"We mention these otherwbe unimportant 
Ineldenta in order to show that our explora- 
tion of the pakm was not impeded.by any 
attempt at coni^ealineiit. We were arw ad- 
mitttsl to ber Uilvshiii's own room— On a sub- 
sequent o<'caKion. wli.'ti sli." went out to take 
tbe air. Our n.slrn. ti"iia re.-"nimendwl us 
to examine his loi dslii|.",4 n".i.U'ii..'e. l..'.-iius»' 
the extreme privacy of iiis life at Venio.', ami 
the ramorkaibia departara of the only tw.. 
servai,i« in the hooai^ might bare tome sus 
pleious octmecUoo ^viliI tba nature of his 
death. Wa foand aoltabig to jaMr ma- 

picion. 

"As to his lonlshlp's retireit woy of life, we 
have convei"sed on the subject with the con- 
sul and linnker— tho only two strsneers who 
belli any eommuiiieation with liini. 11-' t ailed 
once at the bunk to obtain money .si ins l.-tt.'i 
of criolit, oud locused himself from uceepling 
on InTiloUon o( visiting the banker at his 
pi'ivate rosidenco on tlie grounil of delicate 
health. His loriMiip wrote to tbe same elTect 
on sending his .'ar,l t.. tho omsul, to excuse 
biniseif from )~iM.ii:ihy returning that 
gentlenian's vlhit to tho iialai-e. Wo have 
h. 11 tlie !■ tt. r, iiiid we li.'g l.i oflfertho follow- 
ing copy of it 'Mr.tiy yeius passed iu In.li.i 
bare ilijured my rA>nstitutlon. 1 hove ecus. '!

"Aa to tbe departara of tha lady^ maM, we 
have seen tbo womon^ receipt for bar wagta, 
in which it is expressly stated that she hft 
Udy M.intbany's service becaBWIIll lIMttad 
the coiiliiientaiid wislied to gel baoktobtr 
own country. This b not an uncommon re- 
snlt of taking Englitb servants tu foreign 
porta. iMdj Montbarry has iiiforniod us that 
she abetaintd from engaging another maid In 
eoneeqoence of tha extmne dialike wkh>ta bii 
lordahip exprsoed to having ttrangera In tbe 
house In tbe state of hb health at that time. 

"Tbo disappear a nee of tlie courier Ferrari 
is. In itself. unquestiiSiial'ly a suspicious clr- 
eumstanoo. Neither her ladyship nor the 
bonm con explain It, and no invostigatiot. 
tbot wa could make baa thrown tbe emalleet 
Hgbi on thbaeiBl^ «r baa Jaatlled ua la aaso 
cUUng It, elthar directly or hxllrecUy, with 
Uie ..I ji-el of oor Inquiry. We have even 
g'ltio the h iigth of examining the portman-

I'l.i.s niithin^ l.nt clilh's lunl linen— no 
ai III > , and not . veii a s. . aj. of ].ai>er in the 
pockota of tbe clothes. Tbe portmanteau re - 
malM In charge of tbe polloei 

■•Wa bare alas tdnnd a|ipw1uii l tiM of 
speaking privately with the oU woman who 
attaoda to Ihe rooam ooanpted by ber tody- 
shlp and tho baron. Bbe wea recommended 
to fill this {HKition by tbo keeper of tlie res- 
taurant wbo has supiilieil tbo meals to the 
family throughout the period of their resi- 
denoe at the palace. Her obaraeter b moat 
faTorably spoken of. Unfortonately, her 
limited intelligence makm her of no value ea 
t witiieaa. We ware paHwl aad aarafnl la 
]ueationing her, aad wa tooad barpwfeolty 
willing to anewar aB| bat wa aooM elkit 
nothing wiiich b worth hailndlBg to tha praa- 
eut report 

"On tbe second day of our loqnirles we lin.l 
tbe honor of on Intervbw with t«dy Mont 
barry. Her ladyahip hioked aileerably worn 
aad ill, and Itemed to ba quite at a hita to 
undentaad what wa wanted with ber. Baron 
Blvar, who introduced ut, explained the na- 
ture of our errand In Venice, and took polna 
lo omura her that It waa a purely formal duty 
tn which ire were engaged. UaTtof lalbfled 
ber ladyship on thb print, be d ia e r tel l y left 
the room. 

"Tbe questions which we addressed tfo Lady 
Montbarry rebited mainly, of course, to bis 
lordship's iilaeaa. The answers, given with 
great nerTouaneM at maaaar, IM without 
the slighteet appearance of naarre, informed 
us of tlie facto Uiot follow: 

"Ijord Montbarry ha.l Isien out of order for 
some tinie past — nervous and irritable, He 
first complained of having token cold on Not.

It had 
been Impossible to conceal the clrcunistanc.!, 
ILS his lor.lship rang repeatedly for tiio 
i-onrii'r. insisting that tho niuii should re 
l>a.iy iloiitliarry and the liaroii by taking 
tiwlr placee during the night at bbbedsi l 

•On tbe Utb (lha day on whieb tha rid w 
man flrst came to do the booaework), hli 
lonlship comphiinisl of n sora throat, ond 
a foollngof oi'iin-s^ion on the chest On this 
day, and again 011 the ICth, her ladyship and 
the baron entreated him to see a doctor. Ho 
still refused. 'I dont want atnuigo faces 
about me; my cold will run ite cours<>. In 
aplta of the doctor'— that wet hb answer. On 
the ITth be waa so much worse, that It « as de- 
cided to send for medical help whether he 
Ilk. "I it or not Huron Illvor, after inquiry 
nt tbe consul's, securwl tho services of IJr. 
Bruno, well known as an eminent physician 
In Venice, with the additional recommenda- 
tion of having reaided in England, and hav- 
ing made himaelf acquainted with English 
forma of medical practlcei 

"Thni far, oor account of bb lordahlp'a III- 
nem has been darired from ita t e maati made 
by Lady Montbarry. The aarrallTa wUl now 
lie most fitly continued in tbe language of 
tbe doi'Uir's own report, herewith nhJoinoiL 

" 'My medical diary Informe ma that I first 
mw lha BngUah lord. Montbarry, on Not. IT. 
Ba wu inllariag from a tharp attack of 
bronohitii. Some preeiout time bad been 
loet, tbnogh Ut Mitlnata objeetton to the 
praaanee oca medical man at Ui badaide. 
Generally speaking, he appeared to be In a 
delioate state of health. His nervous system 
waa out of order— ho wa-s at once timid and 
oontradlolory.
